Budget Meeting — County Farm 
March 3, 1958 


Following dinner at 1 p. m. the meeting was 
brought to order by Chairman Albert H. Brown. The 
following members of the Delegation were present 
to approve the Strafford County 1958 budget: Dor- 
cthy Berry, Alice Blanchette, Max Leighton, Guy 
Wiggin, George LaBonte, Thomas Dunnington, El- 
sie Brown, Albert Littlehale, George Gilman, Ida- 
nelle Moulton, Fred Maxfield, Angie St. Pierre, Nor- 
ma Currier, Blanche Valierre, Sarkis Maloomian, 
James Malley, Albert Brown, Frank Caldwell, Dor- 
othy Wentworth. Also present were the County 
Commissioners, Carroll Fellows, Leon Hayes, Ches- 
ter Tecce, Sheriff, Wilfred J. Pare; Register of 
Deeds, Marjorie Holmes; Register of Probate, Ethel 
Waldron; Wesley Lyons, Mayor Albert Nadeau of 
Somersworth, Senator Paul Karkavelas and Mr. and 
Mrs. Harold Flower.

He stated 
that this money is needed for repairs to the stairs. 


There was some discussion on the Cow Barn in 
regard to ventilation. Some suggestions on improve- 
ments to the cow barn were made by Albert Little- 
hale and Guy Angell of Durham. This will be looked 
into and if there should be any expense it will be 
taken care of by the Contingent Fund. 


Dan Adams, County Agent, gave a breakdown 
on the $15,093.08 asked for County Extension Ser- 
vice, which is $466.92 less than last year. It was 
then suggested that this amount be added to support 
of poor off the Farm, due to the high cost of living. 
Mr. Dunnington then made the motion that the sum 
of $466.92 be added to Support of Poor off the Farm. 
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seconded by Elsie Brown. This does not change the 
total figures. 


It was then moved that the budget be adopted 
and accepted by a roll call vote.

Executive Committee Meeting 
April 22, 1958 


This meeting was brought to order at 2 p. m. 
with Chairman, Albert Brown presiding. The pur- 
pose of this meeting was to review the three months 
expenditures of the 1958 budget. The following 
members were present: Brown, Clement, St. Pierre, 
Currier, Wiggin, Gilman. Also present were Com- 
missioner Fellows and Tecce and Mr. Flower of the 
County Home. 


Each item on the three months expense sheet 
was read and discussed. The three months expendi- 
tures are running $5377.40 over the appropriations. 
Actual revenue received $2329.28 over estimated 
revenue. As there were no questions to discuss in re- 
gards to the expense sheet, it was moved by Mr. 
Clement that the three months expenditures of the 
budget be adopted and accepted. Motion 2nd by 
Mr. Wiggin. 
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It was brought to the attention of the Execu- 
tive Committee that the University of New Hamp- 
shire wish to lease 20 more acres of County Farm 
land for further argricultural purposes. This was 
discussed very carefully and did not prove satisfac- 
tory. It was then moved by Mr. Gilman that a mo- 
tion be placed on file, that the Executive Committee 
are not in favor of leasing over 20 acres of County 
Farm land, on a long term lease. Motion seconded 
by Mrs. Currier—Unanimous. 


Mr. Gilman of Farmington then brought to the 
attention of the Committee, the subject of a letter 
he had sent to Albert Brown asking the sense of the 
Executive Committee in regard to the construction of 
the Bellamy River Dam in Madbury. He then pre- 
sented a resolution which he had drawn up as fol- 
lows: 


Resolution Introduced by Rep. George T. Gilman, 
Farmington, N. H. 


Whereas: The U. 8. Army Corps of Engineers 
is continuing exploration for underground water 
sources in the Madbury area of Strafford County for 
the water supply of Pease Air Force Base, the City 
of Portsmouth and other communities in the Sea- 
coast area. 


Whereas: The City of Dover, the Town of Dur- 
ham, and other communities in Strafford County 
now rely on underground water sources in the Mad- 
bury area for their entire supply. 


Whereas: There is acute danger that further 
taking of underground water from the Madbury 
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area might result in serious depletion of this source, 
and 


Whereas: Both the City of Dover, the Town of 
Durham, and other Strafford County communities 
as well as the expanding Seacoast area will need 
larger amounts of water in the near future, due to 
population and industrial expansion, 


Be It Resolved by the Executive Committee of 
the Strafford County Legislative Delegation, that 
the Corps of Engineers forthwith, reactivate plans 
for construction of the Bellamy River Dam in Mad- 
bury as water supply for the Pease AFB, the City 
of Portsmouth, and other communities in the Sea- 
coast area, to insure that present underground water 
sources and reserves in the Madbury area, being 
used by Strafford County communities, remain ade- 
quate for their present and future needs. 


Be it Further Resolved that a copy of this reso- 
lution be sent to Gov. Lane Dwinell, to each member 
of the N. H. Congressional Delegation in Washing- 
ton, D. C.; the Commanding Officer of Pease AFB; 
District Engineer, U.S. Army Corps of Engineers in 
Boston, Mass.; Mayor of Dover; and Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen in Madbury and Durham. 


Unanimously adopted by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Strafford County Delegation, at their 
regular meeting at the County Court House, Dover, 
N. H. on April 22, 1958. 


It was then moved that the meeting be adjourn- 
ed. Unanimous. Adjourned at 3:45 p. m.

To the Citizens of Strafford County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Board of Strafford County 
Commissioners submit herewith their Annual Report 
for the year ending December 31, 1958. 


The Commissioners concur with the Statement 
of the Superintendent and Matron contained in this 
Report. 


We have maintained close association and cooper- 
ation with the County Agent, Farm Committee and 
Soil Conservation Service toward establishing an ade- 
quate long term farm program. The following pro- 
grams have been established and are in operation at 
the present time at the County Farm. 


1. Pasture rotation and the continuation of im- 
provement to the pastures and fields by soil tests, 
liming, fertilization and drainage. 


2. Beef and dairy replacements are being housed 
for the first time at the county farm in loose pen type 
stables. One of the old sheds was converted into a 
pen stable where the animals have freedom to roam 
in or out doors, the animals through their added com- 
fort seem to make better growth and a great deal of 
labor is elimented in their care. 


3. Milk production and butter fat. Records for 
each individual animal are kept by the Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association. 
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4, Additions to the dairy herd have been made 
by purchasing registered calves for replacement to 
bring up future milk production to an economical 
operation. 


We have urged the Public to make visits to the 
home and farm as often as desired and not only on 
Special visiting days. 


We left a Cash Surplus of $12,331.22. 


The Commissioners wish to express their thanks 
and appreciation to the County Delegation, County 
Officers, our Clerks, and all the employees of the 
County Institutions, for their cooperation during the 
past year. 


We further wish to express our sincere thanks to 


the Clubs and Organizations who have so kindly con- 
tributed to the welfare of the people of our institutions.

Court 
receipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, 
and found to be properly recorded. Court orders issued 
by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and 
payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court 
Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent 
of the County Farm were examined. Receipts of the 
County Farm were checked by source through the 
triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as recorded in 
the cash book, were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through remittances to the County 
Treasurer. 


Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures 
of the County Institutions for the year 1956 and 1957 
are presented in Exhibits G and P, respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Record of County Farm Expenditures: 

Inasmuch as each order issued in payment of a 
County Farm bill is separately recorded and classified 
in the County Farm record book, it is not necessary to 
also make separate entries for each of these orders 
in the general fund record of county receipts and ex- 
penditures. The numerical sequence of the orders (i.e. 
Nos. 214-236, incl.) and the total amount may be 
recorded in a single entry therein. 
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Accounts Receivable and Payable: 


A list of Accounts Receivable and Accounts Pay- 
able at the close of the fiscal year should be available 
to support the totals of these accounts as indicated in 
the Balance Sheet. 


Payment of Invoices: 


Payment of two or more invoices to the same 
vendor may be made with one county order even 
though the charges may be to different accounts or 
departments. 


Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 
of the Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a sum- 
mary of its findings and recommendations (letter of 
transmittal) should be published in the next annual 
report of the County. This letter of Transmittal should 
be included in its entirety but the publication of 
Exhibits is optional.

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SUPERINTENDENT AND MATRON REPORT 


To the Commissioners and Citizens of Strafford 
County: 


At the end of our two years’ stay at the Home we 
believe we have made many improvements, especially 
for the welfare of the residents and patients. 


We have had a general clean-up. Fire hazards 
have been removed, many of the rooms, halls and cor- 
ridors have been re-decorated on both the Men’s and 
Women’s sections of the Home. Windows have been 
repaired and improvements made in the Staff 
quarters. The Basement has been practically all re- 
painted, including floors and ceilings. 


Flower gardens have been enlarged and many 
new plants and shrubs have been added. Many thanks 
to the Garden Clubs and Women’s Clubs who have 
donated. 


The Institution has been inspected by the Dover 
Fire Department, State Fire Marshal’s Office, Under- 
writers and other officials of local, state and Federal 
Government. All reports have been satisfactory. 


The farm machinery has been repaired, some re- 
built. Some painting has been done and repairs made 
to the Farm Buildings. 


The Herd has been raised from fifty-two head to 
approximately eighty, nineteen of which are regis- 
tered. We also have steers coming along which will 
mean a big savings on the meat bill. 


Two new ventilators have been installed on the 
Dairy Barn, also vents on the inside. The condensation 
problem has been solved by the addition of a few more 
vents and more over-head insulation. 
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Nothing has been done in the Heifer Barn, as yet, 
because of the cost of material and not knowing what 
the policy of the new Commissioners will be relative 
to the Herd. 


We have turned the Basement of the Old Hen 
House into loose housing for the Steers and it is work- 
ing out very well. 


In the jail we have painted the office, hallway, 
detention and clothes rooms. Most of the cells that are 
in use, the shower room and the toilets have also been 
re-painted. 


I strongly recommend that new, modern showers, 
toilets and/or wash rooms be installed and the cells 
wired for lights for use by those who wish to read. 


A great percentage of the personnel is now on an 
eight-hour day. Patients receive better care due to 
the addition of more Nurse’s Aides. All personnel who 
work with Patients wear white uniforms. 


We wish to thank each member of our Staff, our 
House Physician, Dr. John Hartigan of Rochester, N. 
H., for their fine cooperation which was much appreci- 
ated. We would also like to give thanks and credit to 
the Wentworth-Dover Hospital for sterilizing our 
dressings. 


The residents of the Home have had many parties 
and have been frequently entertained. Many thanks to 
each and everyone who participated—among them— 
the Lions and Lionness Clubs of the area, Cochecho 
and Somersworth Granges, Girls from McLoughlia 
Hall of the University of New Hampshire, Philip 
Keenan, Miss Norton, Miss Casey, Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts, Robert Smith of Rochester, Sisters of Mercy, 
Dover and Portsmouth Local Musicians, Christmas

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BACKGROUND OF THE PILOT STUDY 
STRAFFORD COUNTY HOME 


Months before the Pilot Study was proposed to 
the Sub-Committee on Health and Rehabilitation 
of the Citizens Committee on Gerontology and to 
members of the Committee on Geriatrics of the New 
Hampshire Medical Society, the Extension Special- 
ist in Gerontology considered the need for such a 
study, which facility might best be selected, means 
by which the Pilot Project could be financed, the 
scope of the project, and key persons and agencies 
which should be approached to secure interest, sup- 
port and cooperation. 


Two of the Strafford County Commissioners 
and the Superintendent and Matron of the Strafford 
Home who attended several of the lecture-discus- 
sions in Gerontology presented at the University in 
1957 indicated their interest in providing needed 
services for the residents and patients at the Home. 
The Extension Specialist was invited to visit 
the Home in the summer of 1957 and made several 
calls there, then asked and received permission for 
three members of the Faculty Gerontology Commit- 
tee to also make a tour of the Home. 


Dr. Fred W. Morse, Jr., Chief, Special Health 
Services, U. S. Public Health, Region II, who had 
expressed interest in the Study, suggested funds 
which might be secured by the State Department 
of Health from the General Health Funds for 
Chronic Disease and Aging. The Pilot Project was 
suggested to members of the Health Rehabilitation 
Committee in the fall of 1957, after which the 
County physician, County Commissioners and the 
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Superintendent and Matron of the Home were in- 
terviewed by the Extension Specialist who received 
their permission to have such a study made. The 
newly appointed Committee on Geriatrics and pres- 
ident of the New Hampshire Medical Society were 
invited to a luncheon meeting at the University on 
December 14, 1957, discussed the proposed study, 
and gave their approval to having the study made 
under the direction of Dr. Klinger, Chairman, Com- 
mittee on Geriatrics. The State Dental Society also 
gave its approval and appointed a Geriatrics Com- 
mittee. 


The funds for this Study were secured and ad- 
ministered by the N. H. State Department of Health. 
Reports were made by physicians, dentists, a nutri- 
tionist, an occupational therapist, a recreation spec- 
ialist, and architect, a psychologist, the Superintend- 
ent of the Home, a nurse and the Extension Special- 
ist in Gerontology.

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COMMENTS 


In addition to the cases listed above, many 
cases were handled in various municipal courts and 
many investigations were undertaken. 


Juvenile cases still constitute a large propor- 
tion of the case load. These are not set forth herein 
as their names cannot be published. The battle 
against juvenile delinquency is a constant battle 
and must continue to be waged with vigor, at all 
levels of society. The year also saw a marked in- 
crease in breaking and entering in the night time, 
and safe cracking. Many of these cases have not yet 
been solved. A constant battle against known of- 
fenders must be waged. In this respect, new methods 
of crime detection must always be experimented 
with to combat new methods of criminal activity. 
A full time criminal investigation division under the 
auspices of the State Police would greatly enhance 
the war against the professional criminal. 


The Sheriff and County Solicitor have both been 
receiving a secretarial allowance for several years. 
It is my belief that a full time secretary, to be used 
jointly by the office of County Attorney and the 
Sheriff’s Department, with an office in the Court 
House would, in the long run, produce a saving to 
the County and give a greater service to the people 
of Strafford County. 


I wish to thank all state, county, city and town 
officials for the wonderful co-operation they have 
given this office for the past two years.

Gentlemen: 


We wish to submit the duties and accomplish- 
ments of the Strafford County Cooperative Extension 
Service during the past year. 


Since the establishment of the Extension Service 
in the County the governing board has been the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Strafford County Farm 
Bureau. The members of this Board have given freely 
of their time and efforts over the years until January 
1, 1958, when by a directive from Agricultural Secre- 
tary Ezra T. Benson, this Board was discontinued and 
in its place was established the Strafford County Co- 
operative Extension Council. This Council consists of 
13 members; three representing each line of work, 
namely; Argriculture, Home Economics, 4-H Club 
Work, and Forestry. One member is appointed by the 
Representatives of the County Delegation. 


The Agricultural Agent, besides being the man- 
ager of the Cooperatve Extension Office, is respon- 
sible for the Agricultural Program in the County. The 
projects with which work is done with the farmers 
and other people of the County are dairy, poultry, 
forage crops, fruits, vegetables, agricultural engineer- 
ing, farm management, and marketing. 


By legislation the Agricultural Agent works with 
other government agencies in the County. He aids the 
Soil Conservation Service with information on fer- 
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tilizers and crops, and at present is working on the 
National Inventory of Soil and Water. The Agent 
serves as an ex-officio member of the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Service of the County 
Committee, and is Chairman of the County Election 
Board. He helps to appraise land values for the Soil 
Bank Program. Also, he approves practices pertaining 
to seeding, fertilizing, and liming. On the Farm and 
Home Administration, the Agent served on the Ad- 
visory Committee in the making of agricultural loans. 
Another duty is serving as an Advisor for the Selec- 
tive Service System relating to Agricultural problems. 
During the growing season the Agent reports local 
weather and crop conditions to the New England Of- 
fice of the Agricultural Statistician. The Agent co- 
operates with the Department of Interior on the con- 
trol of predatory animals and serves as Secretary of 
the local U.S.D.A. Club. 


During the past few years more help is being 
given to urban people with their lawns, gardens, orna- 
mentals, and household pests. 


The Agricultural Agent wishes to express his 
appreciation for the fine cooperation given him by the 
people of the County as well as the County officials.

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REPORT OF THE 
HOME DEMONSTRATION AGENT 


To the Commissioners of Strafford County: 


A better family living is the goal of all families. 
The Home Demonstration Program strives to help the 
homemakers achieve this goal by providing them with 
basic facts on which they can base their decisions. 
These facts are made available as a result of research 
and studies from the Land Grant Colleges and the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. 


This adult educational program is conducted 
mostly through organized Home Demonstration 
groups in which everyone is welcome to participate. 
Women plan their own programs to meet their par- 
ticular community problems. There are thirty one 
such groups in Strafford County with a membership 
of over six hundred women. Members of other clubs 
are active also in Extension programs. The Pease Air 
Base at Newington, as well as new industries, has 
brought new families to this area which has some 
bearing on the request for an increase in the Exten- 
sion Program in the Southern section of the County. 


The Home Demonstration Advisory Council serves 
in an advisory capacity to the Home Demonstration 
Agent. It is made up of two members from each or- 
ganized group who work with the Agent in bringing 
information back to the community. This past year 
Strafford County leaders reached over 600 more people 
than in 1957. Agent taught meetings increased 40% 
and attendance at these meetings increased nearly 
50%.

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REPORT OF BOYS’ AND GIRLS’ 
4-H CLUB WORK 


“As a true 4-H club member, I pledge: 


My Head to clearer thinking, 
My Heart to greater loyalty, 
My Hands to better living, for 
My club, my community and my Country.” 


This pledge is one of the first things that a 4-H 
club member learns. 


4-H Club Work now extends to about twenty five 
foreign countries as well as every County in the 
United States . 


The thirteen towns and cities in Strafford Coun- 
ty support about six hundred and four 4-H club mem- 
bers in thirty eight 4-H clubs with eighty five 4-H 
club leaders and project leaders. These clubs held four 
hundred sixty six meetings with four thousand five 
hundred and thirty two members present. These six 
hundred and four members started one thousand 
five hundred seventy five different projects and com- 
pleted one thousand two hundred and two for a per- 
centage of 76.3. 


The Strafford County program is the responsibil- 
ity of the 4-H Club Agents, Warren A. Hall and Mrs. 
Winnifred D. McLaughlin. The work would be impos- 
sible without the help of the volunteer 4-H leaders 
and the advice of the 4-H Advisory Council. 


In addition to the county-wide 4-H project meet- 
ings which include: Strafford County 4-H Tractor 
School, 4-H Window Display Contest, Spring Field 
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Day, Strafford County Dress Review, 4-H Demonstra- 
tion Contest, 4-H Talent Show, 4-H Dairy Judging, 
4-H Egg Judging and Strafford County 4-H Tractor 
Operators Contests; these include activities of a gen- 
eral nature not specifically connected with project 
work are held. 4-H Winter Carnival, Strafford County 
4-H Camp, Rochester Fair Exhibitions, and Strafford 
County 4-H Round-Up. Many activities are carried to 
the State level and these are N. H. Teen Tour, N. H. 
Youth Citizenship Conference, Conservation Camp, 
Junior 4-H Leaders Conference, N. H. 4-H Leaders 
Federation and N. H. Rural Life Sunday. 


Two members from Strafford County represented 
N. H. at the 1958 National 4-H Club Congress at 
Chicago, Illinois, they were: Clark Granger, Lee Hill 
4- H Club, for his excellent work in the production of 
sweet corn and, Miss Jayne Boynton, Durham for her 
demonstration on ‘“‘How to Truck Dairy Cattle.”’ Miss 
Sally Reinhardt, was chosen to act as N. H. 4-H Hos- 
tess to Governor Dwinell at the Eastern States Ex- 
position at Springfield, Mass. 


Many more outstanding 4-H members could be 
mentioned but space is limited. 


To assure continued growth of the Strafford 
County 4-H Program, more adult club leaders and 
project leaders are needed. The success of the program 
rests upon the shoulders of the average citizen. This 
means all of us rather than a few loyal club leaders.

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REPORT OF COUNTY FORESTER 


There are approximately 183,150 acres of wood- 
lands in Strafford County, this comprises 75.9% of 
the land area. There has been an increase of 3,350 
acres in woodlands since 1948. 


A breakdown of private woodland ownerships 
shows that roughly 37% sare farm and 63% non- 
farm woodlands. 


The landowners, operators, and private foresters 
of the County have been increasely utilizing the as- 
sistance offered under the County Forestry Program 
in woodland management and marketing of forest 
products. 


During the year, there was a marked increase in 
stand improvement work in immature forest stands 
throughout the Country. This work is very important 
as trees in the immature stands of today will be ready 
for marketing during the periods of 1975 to the year 
2000, when it is estimated there will be an increase of 
47% in the consumption of wood products. As the 
population will almost double during this period, the 
per capita consumption of wood products will have to 
decrease. 


Over 90,000 forest seedlings were planted in the 
County during the Spring of 1959 on areas inspected 
by the County Forester. 


As in previous years, the County Forester has 
had excellent cooperation from public and private 
organizations that are involved in promoting and 
carrying on good forestry practices. 
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During 1958 the County Forester divided his time 
equally between Strafford and Belknap Counties, Due 
to the increased interest in forestry in the two coun- 
ties, it has been impossible to service requests from 
landowners as quickly as it is desirable. By the end 
of the year there were 107 requests pending.
